By going to the private schools 
advertised in the yellow pages of 
the phone book?

But they 
operate for profit. and only a few 
of those who seek knowledge have 
the money to pay. And the fields 
of their instruction are limited. 

Part-Time Training. 

By going to the industrial towns, 
where under the suvervision of the 
State department «f vocations: ed- 
ucation, teachers recruited from 
industry itself give part-time in- 
struction in the crafts of which 
they are master? 


Maybe. But there the “specter 
of Georgia’s poverty in the wider 
field of vocational education raises 
its head. The agyicultural schools 
are fine. The home’ economics 
courses are excellent. But these 
scattered classes are too few, too 
poorly equipped, too limited in 
their scope to do much good. 

What’s the ans‘ver then? 

To men like M. D. Mobley, state 
airector of vocational education 
and Paul S. Woodward. director of 
vocational education in Atlanta 
public schools, its simply this: 

More schools. Not academic 
schools but trade schools at the 
secondary le'’el, as colleges are, 
really, ‘trade’ schools at the high- 
er level. 

They would be located in the 
great industrial centers—close to 
the job markets. 

Free to All. 

They would be under loca! con- 
trol, but supported by state and 
federal funds, and thus free 
every boy or zirl, whether 
lived in the city-or in some 
eway rural county. 

They would work with indus- 
try, to learn ind'istry’s reeds, and 
they would turn over to industry 
men and wome.: trained as indus- 
try wanted them trained. 

Looking far auead, Mobley, one 
of the nation’s foremos t leaders in 
the field of industrial education 
visualizes a more, perfect Georgia 
in these words, taken from his lit- 
tle book on Georgia’s needs in the 
vocational -field. 

“With vocations! agriculture as 
e part of the oifering of every 
kigh school serving rural youth 
with home econo.nics in every high 
school in which girls are enrolled. 
and with an adequate system of 
schoo!s offering ‘raining in trade 
ndustrial, and cistributive occu- 
pations, for the use of al! the 
vouth of the state Georgia would 
indeed have the finest and most 
comprehensive piegram of voca- 
tional education of any state In the 
ration. Such a school would af- 
ford opportunity to all the masse: 
enrolled in our schools of less than 
college degree .o 1eceive practical 
training to prepave them for the 
chosen occupations ” 

Georgia. gave the nation the 
Smith-Hughes Aci and the George- 
Deen Act, parent iegislation under 
which all vocational education in 
this country operates. 

Georgia should give the nation 
this other, greater thing, carrying 
the vocational concept to its com- 
plete fulfillment.

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Farm Tenant Problem 

It would appear, from some actions of the 
economy bloc in congress, that the popular de- 
mand for reduction of federal expenditure is, 
as have so many other fundamentally com- 
mendable movements, being uséd by some po- 
litical factions to serve selfish purposes. 

In the sweeping effort for reduced appro- 
priations there have been some programs 
threatened which, by every measure of. public 
service, should be retained. There is little use 
in budget reduction unless discretion and wise 
discrimination direct the cuts. 

Elimination of funds for continuance of the 
farm-tenant purchase plan is a startling case 
in point. Of all the developments in the na- 
tional agricultural program there is none more 
soundly based or holding forth greater prom- 
ise of ultimate benefit to the nation and its 
people than this. 

Under the Bankhead-Jones farm tenant act, 
the government makes a limited number of 
loans to worthy farm tenants by which they 
can purchase their own farms and make such 
improvements as are needed to give reasonable 
opportunity for successful farm operation and 
ultimate independence. 

Under this act the number and amount of 
these loans is strictly limited. The appropri- 
ation for the fiscal year which ends on June 30 
was $40,000,000, making possible a total of 6,971 
loans. The loans are confined to counties where 
the tenancy problem is most acute, and are 
allocated to states on basis of farm population 
and prevalence of tenancy. 

Under this plan, 1,644 loans were available 
this year for tenants, share-croppers and farm 
laborers of Alabama, Florida, Georgia and 
South Carolina. -For these, there were 83,685 
applications. 

It must be remembered that outlay under 
this act is not of the outright gift variety. The 
money is advanced on terms permitting repay- 
ment, at 3 per cent interest, over a period of 
40 years. It is, in fact, similar in its workings 
to the successful HOLC and FHA programs for 
urban home-owners. 

Under the system of apportionment the 
south has received ag reater proportion of these 
loans than many other sections of the country. 
This is due to the high ratio of farm population 
and the prevalence of share-cropping, or farm 
tenancy, in the southern states. 

It has been charged that the elimination 
of this program from the agricultural appro- 
priations for the coming year is attributable, 
in part, to the ancient prejudice against the 
south in some other parts of the country. 
Whether or not this charge is true, the basic 
economic folly of halting this program remains 
unchanged. 

The farm tenant problem, the plight of the 
share-croppers not only of the south, but of 
the midwest, is one of the most fundamental 
evils now facing the nation. Contented farm 
ownership is the bedrock of national solidarity. 
A nation of tenants is a nation of unrest, sus- 
ceptible to every wind of radicalism, ripe for 
the effort of the un-American preachers of 
subversive isms. 

There is more wisdom in a program which 
seeks to re-establish the landless upon their 
own home farms than in all the plans for sub- 
sidies, for equalization and for crop bounties 
combined. 

Of all the efforts of the federal adminis- 
tration to improve the economic lot of the rural 
population of the country, there is none which 
can be of greater value than this program to 
make farm owners, once again, out of worthy, 
but landless, farm workers.

The Trade Agreements 

Reports from Washington indicate that both 
house and senate will, after somewhat heated 
debate, vote for extension of the Hull recipro- 
cal trade agreement program. Opposition cen- 
ters in a combination of Republican political 
strategists and a small group of die-hard 
Democrats. The majority sentiment, however, 
agrees with that of the country as a whole, 
which is that the Hull agreements have con- 
tributed more to the hope of a future world 
at peace than any other international pro- 
gram of the past couple of decades. 

Removal of trade barriers is, in the final 
analysis, the surest avenue to world peace. Na- 
tions barred from world markets because of 
discriminatory tariffs or other barriers ulti- 
mately reach a stage of economic stagnation 
that causes, first, despair and later submis- 
sion to any wild theory that promises better 
economic conditions. 

That is the story of Germany’s descent into 
Naziism and the story of the rise of all the 
dictators. 

The Hull trade treaties, by 
tariff barriers on a reciprocal basis, and limit- 
ed to such imports as do not compete with vital 
American industry, have done more than any- 
thing else to revive international trade. 

True that revival has been interrupted by 
the European war. But that war cannot con- 
tinue forever and it is of vital importance to 
the world that, when peace does come, there 
shall be channels of world trade open and 
free. 

Cordell Hull will yet-go down in history as 
a man who contributed, perhaps more than 
any other, to the prosperity of his own people 
and to the well-being of a world. 

The reciprocal trade agreement program 
should be continued on a basis which will give 
Secretary Hull as free a hand as possible.

35th Birthday 


This week brings celebration of the 35th 
anniversary of the founding of Rotary Inter- 
national. The Atlanta Rotary Club will take 
part in the world-wide celebration, the local 
program having begun yesterday when T. T. 
Molnar, of Cuthbert, was the principal speak- 
er at a meeting devoted-to “Observance Week.” 

Rotary began in 1905, in Chicago, and it 
was not until 1908 that the second club was 
formed at San Francisco. The first Canadian 
Rotary Club was organized at Winnipeg, in 
1910, and the first across the seas was at Dub- 
lin, Ireland, in 1911. 

Since those days the growth of Rotary In- 
ternational has been rapid. There are now 
more than 5,000 clubs with a total membership 
in excess of 200,000. There are clubs in many 
European cities, though they have been pro- 
scribed in Germany, where Nazidom is jealous 
of all organization save its own. 

The foundation of Rotary was the ideal of 
mutual service. At first, the main objective was 
the service and aid one member could give to 
another, but it was not long until that thought 
had expanded into the ideal of service by the 
club to its community and its nation. 

Today there is scarcely a worth-while move- 
ment in any city where Rotary exists, that does 
not find enthusiastic and valuable support in 
its local club. Its members have become lead- 
ers in ever-widening spheres of service. 

In short, Rotary has contributed greatly to 
the betterment of life and conditionswherever 
it has reached, and, without Rotary, millions 
of people the world over would be far worse 
off than they are today. 


More On “‘Moving Day’”’ 


The rental committee of the Atlanta Real 
Estate Board estimates that 70 per cent of At- 
lanta residential leases now expire on Septem- 
ber~i—the annual moving day. The board 
points out that relief in the annual expense 
and turmoil of mass moving has been a mat- 
ter of concern to the members of the board 
for several years and that, by following a policy 
of spreading lease expirations, they have al- 
leviated the situation to this extent.
